C-Cactus;  CO L- Collar ette;  D-Decorative ; H.  S. 
-Hybrid  Show;  P.  D.  - Peony  Decorative;  P.  F.- 
Peony  Flowered ; P.  P - Pompom ; S - Show. 

Order  early  or  some  varieties  may  be  sold  out. 
Orders  will  be  booked  and  stock  reserved,  in  strict 
rotation  as  received,  although  shipments  will  not 
be  made  until  planting  time  in  the  spring,  which 
begins  about  April  15th  and  ends  about  June  1st. 

(State  what  date  you  want  yours  sent.) 

Allowing  substitution  saves  time  on  late  orders, 
when  planting  time  is  near.  If  any  variety  is 
substituted,  another  of  equal  or  greater  value  will 
be  sent  and  as  similar  in  all  respects  as  is  possible. 
You  will  be  pleased  with  our  selection,  in  case  we 
do  substitute,  which  we  rarely  do  unless  requested. 

Stock  sent  out  is  strong,  divided  field-grown 
roots,  showing  a sprout  or  “eye”,  guaranteed  true 
to  name  and  to  arrive  in  good  growing  condition. 

No  liability  is  acknowledged  above  the  purchase 
price. 

If  any  stock  should  be  labeled  wrong,  it  will  be 
replaced  the  following  spring. 

Any  other  complaint  must  be  filed  immediately 
upon  receipt  of  the  stock. 

TERMS:-  Cash  with  order  or  in  advance  of  ship- 
ment. Orders  are  sent  postpaid  into  first  four 
postal  zones. 

For  orders  amounting  to  less  than  $1.00  add 
$ .10  to  order  for  packing  and  postage.  Stamps 
will  be  accepted  on  such  orders. 

For  all  orders,  accompanied  by  payment  in  full, 
received  before  April  15th,  we  will  add  15%  of 
order,  in  bulbs  of  OUR  OWN  selection.  This  is  to 
encourage  early  orders  while  stock  is  complete.
